The Club President's QSO

Recently President Clinton allocated millions of dollars for emergency 
response. The threat of Nuclear, Biological, and Chemical (NBC) 
Terrorism grows daily and can no longer be ignored. Although the 
thought of such events happening in our country is discouraging we can 
be thankful for the trouble free years we have had. However, the 
terrorist acts that are possible in today's world are staggering. 

Because of the tremendous impact that NBC terrorism could have on our 
society many in government positions are asking for help in setting up 
emergency response teams. Of course, one of the major factors needed 

in a time of emergency is good communications. 

Ham operators have been pioneers in emergency communications. One 
reason for this is their ability to make training challenging and fun. 

A good example of hams diligently working at being prepared is Field 
Day. This has been an annual event sponsored by the American Radio 
Relay League (ARRL) since 1933. Each year for a 24-hour period during 
the last weekend in June amateur radio operators throughout the United 
States and Canada try to make as many contacts as possible by radio 


with other amateur radio operators. Operations during Field Day are 
intended to simulate operating conditions that would exist in an 
emergency situation; stations are set up in temporary locations and 
operated using portable generators and battery power. The object of 
the exercise as stated in the American Radio Relay League rules is "To 
work as many stations as possible on any or all amateur bands 
(excluding 30, 17, and 12-Meter bands) and, in doing so, to learn to 
operate in abnormal situations under less-than-optimum conditions. A 
premium is placed on skills and equipment developed to meet the 
challenge of emergency preparedness and to acquaint the public with 
the capabilities of Amateur Radio." This training drill is conducted 

in the form of a contest to develop rapid fire, accurate communication 
techniques and skills. Several thousand similar clubs in the United 
States and Canada will be using voice and Morse code communication 
modes. Last year about 35,000 amateur radio operators throughout North 
America participated in Field Day. 

Participation in drills such as this allows us as Amateur Radio 
Operators to hone communications skills, which include setting up 
viable communications in a very short time in a location where 
permanent radio facilities don't exist. We have the opportunity to 

learn more about field and emergency power operations. I know that I 
learned a lot from Ken (N4NFD), Ed (N4ALE), Jerry (KC4SRL), Tap 
(KF4WYQ) and David (KE4EOD last year during Field Day. I was 
surprised at how easily they could draw out of all the static and 

other signals the stations we needed. During operator shifts we talked 
outside the trailer about emergency power, antennas and other subjects 
that have proven useful to me. 

I personally think that Field Day is an excellent time to join club 
members and their families in a comradery. This is important for a 
group like ours that works together for the common good of our 
community. Perhaps this year we can even fire up a grill and have club 
member's cook they're own meals as they come by. Even if you do not 
have a lot of time to actually take part in communication operations 

it would help to have members come by for encouragement. 

We also want the general public to know that they are invited to come 
during the actual operation and observe the Field Day exercises and 
learn more about Amateur "HAM" Radio. Remember, that is a part of the 
Field Day objective:"...to acquaint the public with the capabilities of 
Amateur Radio." It would be great to have some handout explaining who 
we are and what we do. 

So far we do not have a site picked for our operations. In recent 

years we have used the Athens Airport with good success. This year we 
will look at some other sites as possibilities. The airport has some 

good points such as plenty of space and tall trees. However, the 
security is poor at night and there are no restroom facilities after 

8:00 PM. It is also wise to try out other locations since you never 

know where you may have to operate from in an emergency. 

This year Bob (AA4AJ) has volunteered the use of his generator. It is 
capable of running continuously and supplying enough power for all 


communications needs with enough spare capacity to supply critical 
needs of other emergency response units if a true emergency did exist. 

I appreciate his willingness to help us in this endeavor. 

What we need at this point in time is someone to coordinate the Field 
Day activities. Let's face the facts, we are not cut to win this 

contest, but we do want to make good use of the opportunity. We need a 
person who will make this successful from many aspects: emergency 
preparedness, comradery, and public relations. I do not expect one 
person to do all this alone; after all we do have about 80 members 

that should be excited about participating even for one hour in some 
capacity!

The Athens Radio Club can now operate a station at the American Red 
Cross Headquarters on South Milledge Avenue. Preliminary testing 
showed that we can reach local repeaters in Gainesville, Toccoa, 
Dahlonega, Watkinsville, and of course our club repeater, using 5 watts. 


The club needs YOUR help in really testing the effective perimeter of 
the station. At noon tomorrow (Saturday, March 27) a Red Cross Net 
will begin on the club repeater. Net control will be at the Red Cross 
Headquarters. Anyone who can participate is encouraged to check in. 
After initial check-in the net will move to 146.550 to test the 

simplex range. This will give us an idea of coverage in case the club 
repeater or any backup repeaters are damaged during a disaster event. 
For the simplex net we need not only base stations from around Clarke 
County and adjoining counties, but also mobile operators who would be 
willing to move to different locations to test the range. Of course, 

the more mobile operators we have, the less moving around there will 
have to be. :-) 


This is a big step toward preparedness for any disaster that may come 
our way. If you can give an hour of your time on Saturday, we would 
certainly appreciate it!!

Repeater: 

Jeff, KD4A OZ, has completed building the case for the preamp that 
Ed,N4ALE, assembled. As soon as Jeff obtains the 2.2uH choke and a 
capacitor needed, he will add the preamp to the repeater. The 
executive committee authorized Jeff to purchase and encode/decode 
board. A suitable (123?) tone will be added to the repeater. This 
will have no effect on anyone's ability to access the repeater and 
only those with decoder boards in their radios will be aware of its 
existence. Bob, AA4AI has made some minor adjustment to improve 
repeater performance. Jeff, KD4AOZ, and Ed,N4ZRA, have been 
investigating possible towers that might be gifted to the club or 
purchased. They have looked at possibilities in Oconee county and 
near Hartwell. 


Emergency Planning: 

Ken,N4NFI, and Ed,N4ARA, have talked with the Red Cross Emergency 
coordinator and are working with their landlord for permission to 

install a permanent 2-meter antenna at the Red Cross Chapter 
headquarters, Using their deck and eaves as support an antenna about 
10° above the roof line. Radios can be placed in the Accounting office 
and the coax brought in through the deck window. A generator could be 
placed under the deck in situations where emergency power is needed. 
The club will place detailed maps of Clarke and adjacent counties in 

this room. Jeff volunteered to check out the club's KLM base all-mode 
radio. Ken presented the Emergency Repeater Operations Protocol. It 
was decided to depend on the various amateur repeaters in the area 
rather than depend on access to the Merial commercial radio system. 
With 5 or more local 2M repeaters plus several 440 repeaters scattered 
over considerable area some should always be operational. It is 

unlikely that anyone would object to true emergency use of their 
repeater. Ken will revise the Protocol to reflect this change and then 
present in to the club. David, KE4EOI, will investigate 
batteries/chargers to maintain the ARC repeater operation during power 
failures 


Field Day: 

Sites were discussed. Ed will check with Oconee county concerning 

use of Herman C. Michael Park off HW 53. Shelter house and rest rooms 
are available. This site has been successfully used in the past. The 
Athens Airport site is also available to us. Bob, AA4AI, may be able 

to lend a Skw generator. Ed, N4ALE, as a 1.5kw generator (used last 
year). The club Drake transceiver will be used again this year. Ken 
has a field-day logging program but we still need a computer. David 
volunteered his 386.

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ARLBO1O Wireless Privacy Bill Reintroduced 


The Wireless Privacy Enhancement Act of 1999, HIRS14, has been 
introduced by Rep Heather Wilson of New Mexico. The measure is aimed 
at amending the Communications Act of 1934 ''to strengthen and clarify 
prohibitions on electronic eavesdropping, and for other purposes.” 


'HR514 is identical to the amended version of HR2369 that passed the 
House on a 414-to-1 vote during the last session," said ARRL 
Legislative and Public Affairs Manager Steve Mansfield, N1IMZA. The 
Senate did not act on that measure, 


The original bill, HR2369, would have banned most types of scanners 
and scanner listening, however, the bill's sponsor, Rep Billy Tauzin, 
worked with the ARRL and representatives of manufacturers, public 
service organizations, and scanner enthusiasts to redraft the bill top 
to bottom. 


HR514 forbids manufacturing or modifying scanners to receive cellular, 
PCS, or "protected" paging service frequencies. The bill also 

forbids receiving, divulging, publicizing, or utilizing such 
communication. The measure is part of a package of legislation 
introduced early in the session in the expectation that it will pass 
quickly and help restore Congressional momentum. 


Mansfield says, however, that the Senate prospects for HR514 remain - 


murky. 


While Amateur Radio appears to be unaffected by the new bill, the 
League is on record as opposing the expansion of prohibitions on radio 
monitoring beyond those that now exist to protect the privacy 

of services that interface with wireline networks. 


HRS514 has been referred to the Commerce Committee. The bipartisan 
list of co-sponsors of HR514 includes Reps Tauzin of Louisiana, Markey 
of Massachusetts, Oxley of Ohio, Eshoo and Rogan of 

California, Deal of Georgia, Wynn of Maryland, Cubin of Wyoming, 
Luther of Minnesota, Sawyer and Gillmor of Ohio, and Pickering of 
Mississippi.

Wondering if you might assist in slowing down the downhill freight 
train on this bill. Once again the material has been mis-quoted at 
the beginning and sounds like lots of folks are ready to jump off the 
bridge with no real cause. 


First of all I contacted the legislative assistant (Luke Rose) at 
Congresswoman Heather Wilson's (R) NM office and they have already 
taken action to insure that the monitoring of public safety 
communications is exempt from this law. It is only concerning itself 
with digital Cellular / PCS and SMR communications. 

In fact the have run it by the scanner industry which they say has no 
objections to it. 


Secondly I received an email from a management person at Uniden that 
says, "I talked with someone at the office of Congresswoman Heather 
Wilson, and her assistant explained to me that this new bill is 
targeted for Digital Cellular not Digital Scanners. All references to 
scanner reception were removed from this bill, and it will not affect 
scanner reception at all, You can read about this at 
http://thomas.loc.gov/ The bill number is HR 514. 


Could you possibly post something on these Internet groups clarifying 
this?" 


Additionally Mr. Rose is supposed to fax me a copy of the revised bill 
shortly. When I get it I will forward it on to you.

My sister came across this on the Internet and forwarded it to me. I 
thought I'd throw it in here for some laughs.
